original cost of these articles was much more
than $21,000. Many of these dresses, shawls,
bonnets. and other portions of the young
lady &' esstumes had been more or less worn,
and toe prices aflixed only represent their
values ul the time they were burned, whicn is
all that the loser has the vight to recover, For
example, “nine pairs ot boots and shoes” would
be very cheap 8t $46; 8 “‘dust wrapper from
Coshmera” coulid haridiy be purchased tor $18;

No iashiovpable milli-
ner conld gell “four bonneis, some exceedinely
elopant,” for 8400, but would charee as muech
for one elegant bonnet, It is evident, then,
thut to get at the renl cust of the wardrobe of
o young lady of fashion n thag metropolis, we
must add several tuousand dollars o the
amonnt claimed, The articles when first par-
chaged must have cost ot leist $30,000,

We learn from thns scheduale thnt to make a
figure in the {ashionable world & young lady
requires twenty-six robes of silk and eatin, two
of velvet, iwenty-four dressce of poplin, cash-
mere, grensaine, and Swigs and India muslin,
with under:kiris and bodies of silk; nine jackets
